The way he eluded the vigilance ot de¬ 
tectives and prison guards makes the 
career of Mark Bhlnburn as remarkable aa 
hi* long aeries of crimes. He used to say 
that there was no aafe he couldn’t get Into 
and for a long Ume It seemed as 1 If there 
was no jail he couldn’t gel out of. 

One of his most daring escaped wan 
made, after his arrest for the robbery of 
the coal company’s office In Whitehaven. 
He wa* caught In Now York and Iwo ex¬ 
perienced detectives were assigned to take 
him back to Pennsylvania for trial. 

The Jail at Whitehaven waa In a rather 
dilapidated condition and so the deleetiVei 
took their prisoner to a hotel while the 
authorities were preparing a cell'strong 
enough to hold such a slippery prisoner. 

“Your Jobs depend on Bhlnbum's not 
getting away," had been the InrtrucUons 
given the detectives'when they left New 
York and they watched him like hawks. 
Each night they made him sleep hand¬ 
cuffed to one of. the deteotlvea. A* an 
added precaution they took his clothes 
and the clothes.of the detective'who slept 
with him and looked there in the adjoin¬ 
ing room, which was occupied by the other 
detective.

Asqoon as hta bedfellow 
Was asleep be easily’slipped tb^ handcufr 
off and escaped In bis night clothes. 

This, fs where his expert knowledge of 
looks once more stood him In good stead. 
It would hardly do to walk out of (be hotel 
In bis night clothes and he did not dare 
to attempt to enter the room where the 
other detective was aeleep. So he picked 
the lock of a guest's room, appropriated 
a suit of clothes which fitted him fairly 
well and took the train for N~ew York.
